keep them fairly dry. 
Potted ferns require 
close 
care. 
They should ibe kept slightly moist 
at all times, but should not be over­ 
watered. 
Occasionally 
the

terns should be placed in a tub and 
gi\en a bath with weak suds madu 
from a good grade 
of soap. 
Be­ 
sides 
removing 
accumulations 
of 
dust from the fronds the baths re­ 
move minute insect 
parasites. 
The 
suds must he rinsed off immediately. 
Potted palms should he regularly 
watered, but not kept moist. 
While 
small the plants should bt^ washed 
like ferns. 
When too large for such 
treatment the tops should be spray­ 
ed frequently 
with 
clear 
water. 
Small quantities of bone meal and 
wood ashes should be 
stirred 
into 
the soil occasionally, or the 
plants 
may be watered now and then with 
manure w ater or ammonia water (a 
teaspoonful of ammonia to a quart 
of water.) 
Rubber plants should 
he 
treated 
much as are palms, 
but 
the 
soil 
should be 
kept 
somewhat 
more 
moist. 
Oleanders may 
be 
treated 
practically, like palms. 
Aspidistras 
require less attention than the other 
plants mentioned. 
They should be 
kept drier than palms and rubber 
plants. 
A dry, sandy soil is requir­ 
ed for cacti.

In 
addition to the plants already men­ 
tioned for growing in window boxes, 
palms, rubber plants, and cacti may 
be grown in pots.

It is well 
to add one-twentieth part bone meal 
to the mixture. 
From time to 
time examinations 
should be given to see whether the 
plants require repotting. 
This

done when the soil is moist by in­ 
verting the plants and tapping 
the 
pot until it can be lifted off. 
If the 
surface of the ball o f earth is en­ 
tirely covered with root», the plants 
should be placed in a larger pot, soil 
being firm ed into the spaces.

The first tariff act in our country 
was signed by President Washington 
on July 4, 1789, near the very begin­ 
ning of his first administration. Ham­ 
ilton was the author of the measure, 
which provided for specific duty on 
some forty-seven articles and ad va­ 
lorem rates on other groups of arti­ 
cles. 
The second tariff act was ap­ 
proved by the president in August, 
1790.—New York American.

4: CARE OF POTTED PLANTS $ 


'I-H-H-H"M-I-I-H-I-I-H-I-H-1-I"I"4: 


An advantage in growing plants 


in pots instead of in boxes is that A 
larger variety can be grown since 
different. treatment may be given. In 
addition; to the plants already men- 
tioned Tor growing in window boxes, 
palms, intlyber plants, and cacti may 
be grown in pots, lit is advisable in 
growing all lhe=e plants to make use 
of regular florists' potting soil, made 
up of 1 part compost, 1 part good 
loam, and 1 part sand. It is well 
to add one-twentieth part bone meal 
to the mixture. 


From time to time 
examinations 


should be given to see whether the 
plants require repotting. 
This is 


done when the soil is moist by in- 
verting the plants and tapping the 
pot until it can be lifted off. If the 
surface of the ball of' earth is en- 
tirely, corered. with roots, the plants 
should be pla«ed in a larger pot, soil 


ing finned into the spaces. 
It is -possible sometimes to force 


potted geraniums to bloom indoors 
during the winter. 
To accomplish 


this it is necessary to pot them in a 
way to restrict root growth and to 
keep them fairly dry. 


Potted ferns require close care. 


They should Ibe kept slightly moist 
at all times, but should not be over- 
Tvatered. Occasionally 
the potted 


ferns should be placed in a tub and 
given a bath with weak suds mada 
from a good grade 
of soap. 
Be- 


sides 
removing accumulations of 


dust'from the fronds the baths re- 
move minute insect parasites. The 
snds must be rinsed off immediately. 


Potted palms should be regularly 


watered, but not kept moist. While 
small the plants should be7 washed 
like ferns. 
"When too large for such 


treatment the tops should be spray- 
ed frequently 
with 
clear 
water. 


Small quantities of bone meal and 
wood ashes should be stirred into 
the soil occasionally, or the plants 
may be watered now and then with 
manure water on ammonia water (a, 
teaspoonful of ammonia to a quart 
of water.) 


Rubber plants should be treated 


much as are palms, 
but the soil 


should be 
kept 
somewhat more 


moist. 
Oleanders may 
be 
treated 


practically, like palms. Aspidistras 
require less attention than the other 
plants mentioned. 
They should be 


kept drier than palms and rubber 
plants. A dry, sandy soil is requir- 
'ed for cacti.

The largest pictures should have 


first choice fon the most important 
wall space. Pictures should never 
be 'hung way up near the molding or 
over doors and windows. 
Such an 


arrangement gives a topheavy ap- 
pearance to the room and prevents 
the pictures from being plainly seen. 
The largest and most important pic- 
tures should be hung so that the 
horizon line is five or five and a half 
feet from the ' floor. One should 
strive always to have the 
pictures 


on a level with the eyes when stand- 
ing upright. Never hang a picture 
so th-at it will slant away from the 
wall at an acute angle. When pic- 
tures are hung over the mantle or 
bookcase no part of the pictures or 
frame should be bidden by vases or 
other ornaments, 
Portraits of rela- 


tives or friends should 
never 
be 


hung any where except in the bed- 
rooms.
